American Doctor Risks lafe 
to Avert Majsssicre at

Tiflis, Wednesday, March 24.—1 p. in. 
—Via Petrograd. March 26, JO a. m., 
and London, 12:10 
p. m.—Telegrams 
and letters reaching here from XJrumiah, 
in northwestern Persia, describe the sit- 
uation of 
the 
American Presbyterian 
mission stationed there, 
as desperate. 
Turkish regular troops and Kurds are 
persecuting 
and massacreing Assyrian 
Christians. 


Harry P. Packard, the doctor of the 
missionary station at Urumiah of the 
board of foreign missions of the Pres- 
byterian church, risked his life in a suc- 
cessful effort to prevent 
a 
frightful 
massacre at Geogapa, 
where 3,000 As- 
syrians made their last stand. 
They 
had fought for three days and all their 
ammunition was gone. At this juncture 
Dr. Packard unfurled an American flag 
and advanced between the lines. 
Hie 
act resulted in the saving of all but 200 
of the Assyriaaa, who had been burned 
in a church. 


Fifteen 
thousand 
Assyrian 
Chris- 
tians have taken refuge under the pro- 
tection of the mission station, whUe 2,- 
000 are at the French mission. 
A dis- 
patch received at Tiflis from Urumiah 
yesterday declared that seventy Turk- 
ish regular troops had entered the mis- 
sion, hanged the orthodox bishop, Afar 
Ella, and four orthodox clergymen, and 
insulted 
a 
missionary 
named 
Allen. 
Shortly before the sixty refugees bad 
been dragged from the French mission 
and executed in spite of the tearful 
pleas of the nuns. 
At Gulpashan, the 
Kurds 
were particularly 
cruel. 
This 
was the last of a" total of 103 Assyrian 
villages to hold out and it was occupied 
a month ago. 


The Kurds ordefed all the Assyrian 
males 
into the streets, tied them in 
groups of five, marched them to 
the 
grave yard and killed them barbarously 
to the last boy. 
Babies and older wo- 
men were then executed with great at- 
rocity. while the younger women were 
carried away as slaves. As a result of 
the war, 12,000 Assyrians are taking 
refuge in the Cttucasus, some 
17,000 
are described as in imminent danger at 
the Urumiah missions, while 20,000 are 
dead or missing. Furthermore much sup- 
plies have been destroyed. 
The Assyr- 
ians fought their assailants bravely and 
as long as they had ammunition they 
were victorious. 


The missionaries are untiring in theft 
efForfs to help the people and they are 
spending money freely. 
In 
Urumiah 
they are disbursing the equivalent of 
| 4 d 0 daily. 
DiseMe is prevalent among 
the refugees.

Hartford City, Ind., March 25—With

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February Export Figures. 


February trade figures just made public by the de- 
' partment of commerce at Wasliington make it apparent 
that American export conmierce exceeded by $100,000,000 
' the business recorded for tliat month in any previous year, 
but before too high an appraisement be placed on a show- 
ing of that sort it should be recalled that the exports were 
for the most part confined to foodstuffs and war supplies. 
Under such conditions, of course, there can not be the re- 
sultant general benefit that would follow trade in all lines 
under normal conditions. 


Total exports for February amounted to $298,727,- 
557, against $173,920,145 for February, 1914, and $198,- 
844,326 for February, 1912, the previous high record 
iPebruar^y. The excess over imports for the month was 
$173,604,366. 
February imports totaled $125,123,391, 
against $148,044,776 for the same month in 1914. 


A review of the eight-month period ending March 1, 
1915, shows that imports have decreased 13.2 per cent and 
exports 3.7 per cent, compared with the same period- of 
the preeeding year. The result is a net favorable trade 
balance for the eight months of $577,756,278. Gold im- 
ports for February were $12,726,492, against $3,208,853 in 
February, 1913. Gold exports were $1,053,879, against 
$9,078,778 a year ago. 


Figures made public l^y the department showed the 
ejcports for the week ending March 20, through the thir- 
teen principal ports were valued at $61,635,181, and im- 
ports at $31,844,419, netting a favorable trade balance of 
$29,790,762. Cotton exported during the week amounted 
to 273,873 bales, bringing the total since August 1, 1914, 
to 6,319,370. From December 1, 1914, to March 20, 1915, 
the total value of exports was $998,920,104, and of im- 
ports, $446,000,787, giving a favorable trade balance for 
the period of $552,919,317. 


New York voters must at the next election pass on

The condition of the business is 
shown by the increase in tho number of 
licenses issued by the state. 
The gain 
for less than three months this year 
amounts, in revenue, to more than $150,- 
000, the average license fee exacted by 
the state being $6 or $6.50. This indi- 
cates that large numbers of motor cars 
are being sold throughout Indiana, and 
reveals the progress of motor produc- 
tion. 


^\TiiIe the people generally take pride 
in the thousands of motor vehicles oper» 
ated in Indiana, they are chiefly con- 
cerned with the motor tax. A part goes 
into the state treasury, where it will be 
more or less comprehensively accounted 
for. But, as was mentioned on this page 
recently, the counties are under no strict 
obligation to report on such funds. 
It 
is probable that Indiana, in 1915, will 
receive an auto tax income large enough 
to give a good boost to the road build- 
ing movement. 
But there are 
many 
chances for waste and neglect, particu- 
larly among the counties. It would be 
to the interest of the road promoters 
to trace the uncertain course of motor 
tax money.

ami 


Both Holland and England 
Find Difficulty in 
Managing Task. 


London, March 15,—Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.—The problem of 
providing employment and proper habi- 
tations for the Belgian refugees both in 
Holland and in England, is daily grow- 
ing more, urgent, in 
the 
opinion 
of 
Percy Al^en, member of parliament, who 
has represented the British government 
in its dealings with the refugee question 
since the beginning of the war. 


The number of Belgian refugee« in 
Eugland is now dfliicially estimated, ac- 


cording to a government statement in 
the house of commons, at 180,000, not 
including 18,000 wounded 
soldiers 
in 
British hospitals/ 
This total consists 
of 65,000 men, 69,000 women and 46,- 
000 children under sixteen. 


"I feel very strongly," says Mr. Al- 
den in a statement to the public, "that, 
through lack of work and proper hous- 
ing, these Belgians run a serious risk 
of returning home at the end of the 
war in a demoralized and. deteriorated 
condition. 
In Holland 
especially 
the 
method of dealing with the refugees is 
still of a temporary and unsatisfactory 
nature; they are living 
in 
churches, 
schools, barns, sheds and barges, and 
the food they are receiving is none too 
good. As to the employment question, 
little or no attempt has been made to 
deal with it, either in Holland or Eng- 
land. 


"I have made several visits to Hol- 
land at the request of the president of 
tlie local government board, to investi- 
gate conditions there, JCngland and Hol- 
land are faced with a very awkward 


task, but a serious attempt will Jiave 
to be made, and that soon, to provide 
remunerative work and adequate reii- 
.dence for these people. 


"My belief is that 
the 
next 
step 
should be the building of some thou- 
sands of wpoden hirts, each ccmtí4ning 
three rooms, which could be constaroct- 
ed by the refugees 
themselves, 
and 
could be taken to pieces a,t the end of 
the war and transferred 
to 
various 
parts of Belgium to be used as dwellings 
until permanent homes 
«an be built. 
The building of the hut« could be miuie 
to provide work for 
many 
thousand 
refugees. I calculate 
that 
at 
least 
$500,000 will be required for tha ade- 
quate launching of this scheme. It is 
the only way I know in which a proper 
semblance of family life can be restored 
to these Belgians during- their tempo^- 
rary exile from their own countiy."

It will permit dog owners either to pay 
to the comptroller a city license or to list 
dogs for taxation as personal property, 
and should neither be paid will authorize 


the dog to be killed. 
This is likely to 
work better than th^ystem of prosecut- 
ing bwners for delinquency. The city has 
now an ordinance that authorizes tH« 
township assessor to collect the tax and 
retain 15 cents on each dollar collected. 
The new ordinance w^oMld not affect the 
state tax on dogs.

His answer 
had characteristic promptness and deci- 
siveness.

We wcire in the open country 
in a very dangerous position, and the 
German ambition for the annihilation 
of our little army might have been real- 
ized if our cavalry had not been equal 
to its task of covering the flanks of our 
steady, disciplined regulars." 


Few Americans probably are as fa- 
miliar with the campaigns of our civil 
war as ja Sir John. 


Knows American Campaigns. 


He has made

thorough study of 
them and from them he has drawn les- 
sons 
which he has found 
helpful in 
France. He mentioned Stonewall Jack- 
a. 
"To me Gen. Jackson was more like 
Cromwell than any other Wder of his 
time," said the British commander. 
"A 
heroic, martial figure whose wonderful 
career came to the happy close a soldier 
desires in the hour of victory. 
I have 
followed all his marches and " battles 
with unflagging admiration. 
He had 
the religious exaltation of Cromwell, his 
dash and determination, and his ready 
strategy and genius 
of 
inspiring his 
troops' with his own indomitable spirit 
of energy. 


"But of all your commaanders Robert 
E. Lee, in his patience, his resource, his 
poise, his soundness of judgment, and 
his possession of the qtialities of high 
command in all emergenci/es is foremost, 
in my opinion." 


"A good deal has been safd about the 
novel conditions which trench warfare 
in this war has developed," 
was

next thing said by the correspondent;

Praise for French. 


"And the French army; how does it 
compare With the German?" 


This seemed a happy question. 
To it 
Sir John replied: 


"The French at the start were labor 
ing under the shadows of their disas- 
trous defeat in 1870, which might well 
have led both the Prcnch and the world 
iii general to think that the German 
military machine was heaven-born and 
irresistible. 
The French have a l f ^ y 
learned the contrary and the world èwMï 
must, if it has not. I need not speak of 
their splendid generalship or their cour 
age in driving the Germans back from 
the Mame. They have the dash of Na- 
poleon's time, thanks to the spur of re- 
newed confidence. 
Man for man, they 
are better than the Germans' today and 
their army has continually 
improved 
since the war began, while tbo German 
army has deteriorated. 


"We have abundant evidence of the 
German deterioration on our own front. 
Their attacks lacked the former vigor 
and spirit. Neuve Cîhapelle was an im- 
portant victory. It proved that with a 
strong purpose wo could put the enemy 
out of a well fortified position and then 
hold what wo gained. 


"One of the gratifying things to ua," 
the British commandèr-in-chief said in 
conclusion, "is how well our territorials 
have done since their period of prépara 
tion was over and they had an opportu< 
nity. 
I believe they occupy much the 
same relations to our forces as your na- 
tional guard does to yours. Thev have 
eiu-passed oiur expectations.

Owing to the fact that himdreds of 
diildren leave the 
publie schools 
at 
their fourteenth birthday 
for varioua 
reasons, the 
Aidtana state legislature 
two years ago passed a vocational lav/, 
which woulct give a child an opportu- 
nity to attend a vocational school Avhicli 
is really a trade school, where both a 
vocational and 
general education are 
taught by eacperts in the Agirions trades 
and by skilled academic toachers. Stu- 
dents must be fourteen years of age 
and past the fifth grade to enter the 
day school, and over seventeen years of 
age for entrance to the night .school. 


So far it seems to those, in authority 
that the vocational school has met the 
needs considering the number of stu- 
dents enrolled in the day school- and in 
the night school. 
To .date 41!) . have 
been enrolled in the night school work 
and some over 100 in the day 
school. 
Many of these have taken full coiu-ses 
or portions of cotirses and have, been 
enabled to advance themselves educa- 
tional!}', socially and financially. 


Because of the fact that so few, aboitt 
C per cent, here, ever continue 
their 
education in the high school, many edu- 
cators and sociologists 
have 
become 
alarmed ^ and have sought the reason 
wliy. 
It would seem scarcely justifi- 
able to. spend so much money for sec- 
ondary education, when but 
such 
a 
small per cent, of the children realize 
any benefits therefrom. Of those Avho do 
graduate only about 2 per cent, ever 
go away to college to take up profesr 
eiohal work, which by some eminent' 
authorities is now said 
to be ' over- 
crowded, while good, first-class iiidus-' 
trial positions cannôt be filled by com- 
petent men, trained for their particular 
posit ia:*g. 


'Since'so many boys and girls must 
sooner or later go to work in the iri- 
¡dustries of the. city, Avhat else "is opeh 
to-them? - Why not, instead of training 
them for positions already "filled, traih 
them for the unfilled positions? 
The 
present day school' is 
already 
over- 
croAvded with subjects ' in "the curricu- 
lum so much that no new additional 
courses can be added in trade work, nor 
is the present teaching body competent 
to train the boys and .girls for , indus- 
try, how can teachers iteach what they 
do not knoAV ? It is the very ignorance 
of the beginners in industry that causes 
the very low 
wage, the 
"starvation 
wage" and "the blind alley job!" 


Therefore, this new type of school has 
been created. By having successful, " ac- 
tual tradesmen in charge of the trade 
work, one-half day every day for from 
two to four years and by having ex^ 
pei^: academic teachers in charge < of thé 
co-relat^ work and, general education; 
a. more, ideal type for the city ~ school 
has been created. Professor 
Haniis, 
professor of education in .Harvard-uni-: 
versity, has said that this constitutes 
the ideal education for; city schools; edu- 
cation for vocation and for eiticenship, 
with profitable employment of leisure-* 
time. We do all three in this niw type 
of school. The pesent trades are car- 
pentry and printing for boys; including 
mechanical . drawing; ' cooking, 
sewing 
and millinery for. the girls.

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February Export Figures. 


February trade figures just made public by the de- 


partment of commerce at "Washington make it apparent 
that American export commerce exceeded by $100.000,000 
the business recorded for that month in any previous year, 
but before too high an appraisement be placed on a show- 
ing of that sort it should lie recalled that the exports were 
for the most part confined to foodstuffs and Avar supplies. 
Under such conditions, of course, there can not be the re- 
sultant general benefit that would follow trade in all lines 
under normal conditions. 


Total exports for February amounted to $298,727,- 


557, against $173,920,145 for February, 1914, and $198,- 
844,326 for February, 1912, the previous high record 
February. The excess over imports for the mouth was 
$173,604,366. 
February imports totaled $125,123,391, 


against $148,044,776 for the same month in 1914. 


A review of the eight-month period ending March 1, 


1915, shows that imports have decreased 13.2,per cent and 
exports 3.7 per cent, compared with the same period of 
the preceding year. The result is a net favorable trade 
balance for the eight months of $577,756,278. Gold im- 
ports for February were $12,72(>,492, against $3,208,853 in 
February, 1913. Gold exports were $1,053,879, against 
$9,078,778 a year ago. 


Figures made public by the department showed the 


exports for the week ending March 20, through the thir- 
teen principal ports were valued at $61,635,181, and im- 
ports at $31,844,419, netting a favorable trade .balance of 
$29,790,762. Cotton exported diulng the week amounted 
to 273,873 bales, bringing the total since August 1, 1914, 
to 6,319,370. From December 1, 1914, to March 20,1915, 
the total value of exports was $998,920,104, and of im- 
ports, $446,000,787, giving a favorable trade balance'for 
the period of $552,919,317. 


New York voters must at the next election pass on 


an equal suffrage amendment to its constitution which 
has been submitted by the legislature, and newspapers 
there have been interviewing the women on two ques- 
tions: Do the women themselves want the ballot, and 
will the women use the ballot after the right to vote 
has been given them?

"We had been stalking the grizzlies'

Finally they dropped into a 
swale and were hid completely from 
view by a knoll in front of us. 
We 


figured, however, that they would come 
out at a certain point that seemed easy 
of ascent and that was within easy | 
range.

Managing Task. 


London, March la.—Correspondence of 


the Associated Press.—The problem of 
providing employment and proper habi- 
tations for the Belgian refugees both in 
.Holland-and in England, is daily grow- 
ing..more urgent, in the 
opinion, of 


Percy Alden,-member of parliament, who 
has represented the British government 
in its dealings with the refugee question 
since the beginning of tho war. 


Tile-number of Belgian refugees in 


England is now officially estimated, ac- 


cording to a government statement in 
the houao of commons, at 180,000, not 
including 18,000 wounded soldiers 
iu 


British hospitals. 
This total consists 


of 015,000 men, 69,000 women and 40,- 
000 children under sixteen. 


"I .feel very strongly," gays Mr. Al- 


den in a statement to the public, "that, 
through lack of work and proper hous- 
ing, these Belgians run a serious risk 
of returning home at the end of the 
war in a demoralized and deteriorated 
condition. In Holland especially the 
method of dealing with the refugees is 
still of a temporary and unsatisfactory 
nature; they are living 
in churches, 


schools, barns, sheds and barges, and 
the food they are receiving is nono too 
good. As to the employment question, 
little or no attempt has been made to 
deal ..with it, either in Holland or Eng- 
land. 


"I have made several visits to Hol- 


land at the request of the president of 
tho local government board, to investi- 
gate conditions there. England a.nd Hol- 
land ore faced with a verv awkward

The French have already 
learned the contrary and the world loon 
must, if it has not. I need not speak of 
their splendid generalship or their cour- 
age in driving the Germans back from 
the Morne. They have the dash of Na- 
poleon's time, thanks to the spur of re- 
newed confidence. Man for man, they 
are better than the Germans today and 
their army has continually improved 
since the war began, while tho German 
army has deteriorated. 


"Wo have abundant evidence of the 


German deterioration on our own front. 
Their attacks lacked the former vigor 
and spirit. Neuve Chapelle was an Im* 
portant victory. It proved that "with a 
strong purpose we could put the enemy 
out of a well fortified position and then 
hold what we gained. 


"One of the gratifying things to us," 


the British commander-in-chief said in 
conclusion, "is how well our territorials 
have done since their period of. prepara- 
tion was over and they had an opportu- 
nity. I believe they occupy much the 
same relations to our forces as your na- 
tional guard does to yours. They have 
surpassed our expectations. As for the 
Canadians I cannot pay too high a 
tribute to them."
